•nee united, the three corps were to march in the 
lirection ol Bagdad. The two regiment* of cuvul- 
y of the guard snd the artillery were to proceed 
iverlnnd to Samson, nnd thence to Bagdad through 
Konrdittan. A regiment ol infantry was ndvanc- 
"g in the same direction from r*iv**, and a regi- 
nent of cavalty from Angora. Th' Purlin of Mas 
ul was also on his wav thither at the head of 
10.000 irregulars, and was in luauune the command 
m-chief of the army. 

India. 

Bombay, June 16 — Our latest date* from Jrllnls- 
bsd are of rhr 27th May, at which tune General Pul- 
nek remained pretty much os formrvly. Ile wn* 
i bout to move to a new encampment, live mile* from 
his previous one, which had become sickly, chiefly, 
is it appears, in consequence ol the multitude of dead 
carcames strewed uround it. Thr army were pretty 
well off’for provtiiuns, bui without money or means 
of conveyance. 

It was generally rumored ten days since th it the 
order fur the retirement of our troops had been iseu- 
rd I doubt whether Lord Ellcnborough ban actu- 
illy issued the order, but 1 have no doubt whatever 
•hat hr will do so very speedily. If the prioner* 
were uace m our hands, our armies would be on their 
way lo India without any delay. They must be so 
indeed, at any rste.'in tha coarse nf three months 
from the present limy unlcte they mean to brave the 
horroisnf another Aflghan winter; this they will not 
(ream of. 

There have been no movements of troops on the 
Bengal frontier of the Sutlej since last monih. 

The joint force ol General* Nott and England, now 
al Cnndahar, amounts, in all, to 111,000 men. 

On the 21 it May, Kelui-i-Ghilzie was attacked bv 
the enemy, 4.000 strong; they were bravely repulsail 
by the garrieon. leaving 100 deud upon the'field. A 
•trong body of tha enrn-.v were believed to be ad¬ 
vancing on Cnndahar, and General Nott proposed to 
go out ana meet them about the 99th. Major Retd's 
•onvoy had been ordered to proceed from Qirettah 
to Candshar, with camels and provisions, about the 
10th of June 

Every thing is quiet and peaceable in Sctndr. 
There ha* been an insurrection among th • floon- 
'eelahs tnbes, whjch has been pat down without 
trouble. 

With this slight exception, every thing is tranquil 
in Hindoostan.

Departure of lord Ashburton and tha 
Hrtlloh Frigate Wareplts. 

Thr prcaa ol foreign news and other nutter com¬ 
pel* u* to he brief on thi* subject. Lord Aihbunoo 
rose yesterday morning by hall-pant nx; and imme¬ 
diately on entering his sitting room he commenced 
reading the “ New York Herald," containing the 
important loreiga new*. Soon afterward*, he aent 
over to our office by a special memrngrr requesting 
thr loan of some English pajwra, and we had thr 
pleasure ol xuiqilying hint with two or three (ilea of 
Ute London paper*. He breakfasted about eight 
o'clock, read and answered a lew letters, received 
the visit* of never*I lrirod*. and at half-past eleven 
took his seat in a plain carriage, aud wu dtiven 
down to the Culle Garden. At the boat club stain, 
the barge of Lord John Hay, with fourteen oaraand 
a Lieutenant, was in waiting for hint. There were 
about seven or eight hundred person* wetting to see 
him off. He walked front Mn. Pettet’e, the Battery 
Hotel, to the ataire, leaning on the nrm of the firtl 
Lieutenant of the Wanqnte, and followed by the 
crowd, lie weui inside the Cootie Garden for a 
minute, and returned and embarked in silence. 

Not a cheer waa given by those aawmbled, and no 
demons]ration waa made until the barge arrived 
abreast of the North Carolina. Then that noble 
veasel opened her mouth, and fired a salute of IS 
ran* lo Lord John Hay. The men in ihe barge held 
their o*r» upright, the crew of the North Carolina 
manned Ihe yards and gave three hearty cheers.— 
The Wanpite'a yard* were manned, and her crew 
returned the cheers. Aa soon aa Lord Ashburton 
reached the Waropitr, that veroel returned the aalula. 
Alter thi*. Commodore Perry, in his barge, left the 
North Carolina, and went on bostd the Warspite, 
and took a quiet parting, private drink with Lord 
Aahbarton and Lord John Hay. He Hayed there 
about five minute*. As soon aa he left, the Warspitr 
fired a Past Csptain'a salute ia honor ol Commodore 
Perry. When the latter reached the North Carolina, 
he returned that oalute, and manmd the rigging 
The Waropite then fired a National Salute of 21 
guns and got under weigh, with a steamboat on each 
-ide of her. Tbe North Carolina relumed tbe Na¬ 
tional Salute, and thr Waropite proceeded elowly 
down the bay, with the best wishes of all for her 
speedy and pronperoua voyage.

Saints. 

The first, the wild Cyprian Saints, as I coll them, 
are such femalrs as are suspected to he of easy 
virtue by the Sisters of Relief, who have them 
brought before the inquisition, ttnlra the Prophet 
rcoetves them for himself, and arc called Cyprian 
Saints; take the white veil, and are rxcludrd'from 
the Consecrate** of the Kelirl Society, who publish 
their shuttle privately, and they become nn eaav 
prey to Samis and Gentiles. • • • They are 
sought by the Elders and Priests, whose iwsoion* 
are dark, sensual, devilish. 

Second, the Siatrra of the Chamber of Charity. 
This class are lemnles, married or single, who act 
on Ihr permission ol the Prophet, without private 
marriage. When one ol the wild male saints sees 
a female he fancies, he goes to Joe, snd requests 
him to ask her of the Lord for him, and the an- 
iwer is always favorable, unleaa the IVhilt Hal 
Prophet wants her himself, and they are rn- 
loined that it must be kept secret from the Gen¬ 
tiles. They are in lavor of the Laird and his 
Prophet, and all Israel. • * • The chamber 

ts much larger than the Cyprians; they wear the 
green veil, and are obedient to the faith aa taught 
by rite Prophet. If the Prophet does not wish to 
monopolize- any of them, they are turned over to 
lit' high priests, elders, fire. • • * 

Third.—The Consecrstite* of the cloister—sre set 
«et apart to particular individuals by the command 
of God through hia Prophet. They take the black 
veil and are the most honorable—the highest order 
in the harem. When a high priest or scribe con¬ 
ceives a desire for a woman, and ah* reciprocates, 
he requires the Prophet to inquire of the Lord if it 
"hall b- consummated, which H always is, nnlrss it 
interferes with the Prophet. They sre consecrated 
hy Joe, at the altar, kneeling, who says, Seperale- 
ly and jointly, before Jesua Christ antf the holy priest, 
hood, do you agree to keep this lorm secret, so that 
the Gentiles shall not know it, your lives to be th' 
forfeit. • * • I now consecrate and ret vou 
siNtrt ss man and wife, and you now agree lo love 
and cherish tach other and serve God. • • • I 
consecrate you with the holy oil, in the name of 
JeousChnot and th# Holy Priesthood.” • • • Ms 
pronounce* blessings from henven, and invests them 
with the blessings of Jscob,—they rise and embrace, 
are covered with a veil, receive an injunction from
